Mr. Brighoure, therefore, aubmits that 
the acoul should be given the Dbenofit 
of the doubt. 

This, however, is a Customs onic and 
not, ah ordinary proseoution, and it is 
therefor, upon the dofendants to clear 
themselves once it is established that the 
opium was found in their possession. 
the defence raised in this caso wore ad: 
mitted it’ would: be almost impossible to 
obtain a conviction in Oustoms cases. We 
are unable to accept the defendants’ story 
that they fnew nothing about this lirge 
quantity of, opium concenled in their 
cabins, and wo further bold that they 
have nop discharged the burden of provf 
which falls on thom in casts of this 
description. % 

Moreover the defendants, | 16. officers of 
the ‘British Mercantile Marine, must 
have had exporienee of the English Cus 
toms Consolidation ‘Act, the provisions of 
which oro siftilar to tha law applica hy 
this Court. We, therefore, find both che 
nocused guilty of itporting, opiui and 
of being in possession of opium, contrary 
to ‘the jum Regulations and wo fino 
Mr. Lowis Ticals 49,368, being three times 
the. viluo of the oprum ; and. Mr, Farrar 
-Ticnls 9,000, being, three times the valuc 
of the opium; and tha opium is ordered 
to be confiscated. In default of payinent, 
of this fine we sentence nh of the aecus- 
ed to two years’ im risonment. 

In addition to this, as the opium 
exceeds one hundred tacls, the accused! 
must be imprisoned, the first officer for 
one year and the second officer for six 
months, but, in view of tho exocllont 
characters of these officers and of the fact 
that thia is the first direct 
this further eentence of imprisonment to 
be suspended under the provisions of 
Rule 41, Penal Code.

CRICKET AFTER WaR. 
IMPORTANT CHANGES. 
TWO-DAY COUNTY MATCHES. 


Important decisions regarding the re- 
gulation of first-class county cricket 
matches wero arrived a4, by a mecting of 
the Advisory County Cricket Commitice 
in London on December 16th. 

Lord Hawke, who presided, deprecated 
drastic action, and himself put forward 
& programme of reforms upon which tho 
devisiona of the committee were, general 
ly speaking, based. Those decisions were 
as follows: — 

County matches for the 19 champion. 
ship to be limited to two days, instead 
of three. . 

Tf ono day is wet, the decision to be 
made under the one-day. match rules, 

Play on the first day to be from 11,30 
a.m. to 7.30 p.m., and on the sedond day 
from {1 am. to 7.80 p.m, thus taking 
advantage of the Daylight Saving Act. 

Luncheon break forty-five minutes, and 
no toa interval; tea or other refresh- 
ments to be sent out on to the ground. 

No Saturday starts. 

A proposal to increase the over to 
seven balls was defeated, and it was 
agreed that a minimum of six out and 
home matohes will qualify a county to 
cotnpete for the championship. 

Lord Hawke said that he feared the 
majority of the county cluba had becn led 
away with the idea that somp great 
changes in cricket were absolutely neves- 
sary. While come small alterations 
might please the public, he begged them 
to think twice before making drastic 
changes. Ax to Lanonsbire's proposal to 
play, two days instead of three, surely, 
with a higher standard of play and the 
Breat wish of the public to see a finish, 
it waa folly to recommend reduced houra 
of play.
